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The above-identified patent application lists five (5) individuals on its face as 
being co-inventors.

Acceptance is respectfully requested of the enclosed, partially-signed 
Declarations as constituting a declaration on behalf of Michael Bergens in view of the 
below Detailed Remarks which present proof and explain why Michael Bergens is at 
present, a joint inventor who cannot be found or reached after diligent effort. 

DETAILED REMARKS 

Based on information and belief, all five of the named co-inventors were, at the 
time of invention, officers and/or employees of SolveTech Corporation (a California 
corporation headquartered in Sunnyvale, CA; hereafter "SolveTech") and were 
obligated under their respective fiduciary and/or employment agreements to assign 
rights in the subject invention to SolveTech. After the date of his inventive 
contribution to subject matter disclosed in the above-identified patent application, Mr. 
Bergens left employment with SolveTech. (The other four individuals remained with 
SolveTech.) 

The below-signed attorney represents SolveTech, the real party in interest with 
respect to the subject application. His office attempted to contact Mr. Bergens by 
mailing a letter ~a true copy of which is shown in Exhibit A~ to both Mr. Bergens' 
last known postal address (Incline Village, Nevada) and his last known place of 
residence (Sunnyvale, CA). The latter mailing (to the Sunnyvale residence) was 
deposited with the US Postal Service on or about March 1 5, 2002 and was returned 
by the Postal Service on or about March 25, 2002 in a ripped-open envelope (a true 
copy of which is shown (front and back sides) as Exhibit B) with the postal person's 
initials on the bottom of a USPS-form RETURN-TO-SENDER stamp on the front and 
with an X placed next to the entry representing "ATTEMPTED". Someone appears to 
have written the word "MOVED" in blue pen across and over the RETURN-TO-SENDER 
stamp before it was returned to the attorney's office. There is another circled word. 
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"TRY" written on the front of the envelope in black ink, but nothing after it. (Perhaps 
it was the Postal supervisor instructing the deliverer to try anyway even though the 
deliverer thought Mr, Bergens had moved? -This is mere speculation.) The letter was 
routed through this law firm's San Francisco office before reaching the below attorney 
after March 25. From the cancellation stamp, it appears that the USPS delivery was 
attempted between about March 15-1 8th. 

Other than the Incline Village, General Delivery address, officials at SolveTech 
do not appear to have any further contact information for Mr. Bergens. The copy of 
the letter (Exhibit A) has not been returned to the office of the below-signed attorney 
and no response has been yet received from Mr. Bergens as a result of the respective 
mailings to the Incline Village, General Delivery address and the Sunnyvale residential 
address. 

A search on the Internet (Google advanced search) for the exact string "Michael 
U. Bergens" or "Michael Uri Bergens" provided zero matches. A similar search for 
"Michael Bergens" provided just a handful of matches, but none of them appeared to 
be relevant (e.g., a football player for the Baltimore Ravens circa 1998 found at 
httD://www. fentonphoto.com/balti. htm : a dance instructor in San Francisco found at 
http://www.dancinq.eom/profiles/p nth w. htm , etc.). 

In view of the above-described attempts to locate and reach Mr. Bergens and 
the lack of response to date, it is respectfully requested that Mr. Bergens be 
deemed as a joint inventor who cannot be found or reached after diligent 
effort pursuant to 37 C.F.R. §1 .47(a). 

The required fee for this Petition, as set forth in 37 C.F.R. §1 .17(h) is enclosed. 

It is respectfully requested that the Declarations signed by those inventors who 
have joined in this application be deemed to be a further Declaration on behalf of the 
non-signing inventor. It is further requested that the application now be deemed as 
complete.
